B utte county w ontonly m urdered old F ew 
Tails last week am i wounded his squaw 
they com m itted an o utrag e tha t cam e near 
ruiuin g Gen. M iles’ plans and stam ped in g 
the 5,000 hostile» who are in cam p here, 
l e w Tails w as a relative of Y ouug-M an 
Afraid-of-His-Horses, the only hereditary 
chief in the Sioux nation, an d the m ost 
pow erful leader am o n g hi» people. 
Few 
T ails’ woundt^l squaw arrived here S un 
day, and alm ost im m ediately there w as a 
com m otion in the hostile camp. 
C om plicates the S ituation. 
1 he scouts reported the situation to Gen. 
Mile.» , woo im m ediately sent run n ers afte r 
\ o un g M a u. 
W hen tha t chief appeared 
a t hea d quarters am i -learned of tne in ­ 
g ra titud e of the w hites for the heroic 
w ork he had been doing in their behalf he 
refused to be pacified, an d it took all the 
diplom acy a t the co m m an d of Gen. Miles 
to win back finally the good will of the 
o utrag ed chief. 
The situatio n has become 
so com plicated tha t the quarte rm a ste r has 
ordered tw en ty d ays’ additional rations, 
an d the troops tha t were expected to come 
to the agency for a g ra n d review have 
been ordered to rem ain in camp. 
An Indefensible O utrage. 
T his order for rations is as heavy as any 
tha t has been issued since the w ar began. 
F ew Tails was not only a relative of 
A oung-Man-AfrHid-of-His-Hor.se» , but 
a 
bro ther of Big Road, one of the m ost pow ­ 
erful sub-chiefs at P ine Ridge. 
Big Road 
said yesterday tha t eighty cowboys had 
slaughtered tlie little band as they were 
return in g , unarm ed, from an eagle hunt, 
bearing w ith them Gen. Miles’ pass per­ 
m ittin g them to be off the reservation, 
and tha t the squaw of Few Tails was the 
only survivor. 
F ir ed C p o n fr o m A m b u s li. 
The littie party was jo urn eyin g so uth­ 
w ard and had jus t sta rte d on the m o rn in g 
of the 11 tli. 
They had gone but a short 
distance when they were fired upon from 
a m bush by a pa rty of whites, 
hew Tails 
fell dead. 
One bullet pierced bis brain, 
an d an o ther missile struc k him in the 
breast. His squaw was shot in the leg an d 
breast and probably fatally hurt. 
T he 
horses of one Wiigon were also killed by 
the volley. 
Few T ails’ corpse lay in the 
vehicle, while his squaw m anaged to craw l 
to tiie bus lies, where she hid to r a day be* 
f« >re settin g out on her painful tra m p to 
P in e Ridge, 100 miles away. 
The rest of 
the Indians abandoned 
the o ther wagon 
and fled, and it is supposed tha t they, too, 
were stain. 


He had sentenced assassin, kuave and thief. 
And he called to his guard with order brief: 
•‘Now bring to me hither the vizi-*r chief 


“Who dared defy my bidding. He 
W ho let from hi»s camp my foe go fre*\

The vizier was summoned. With hurried words 
fie told how a chief of the hostile Kurds.

‘What could I but break my bread with him?’ 


The face of the khan grew wroth; his eye
